cigarettes or the like having two sections 
:iO hingedly connected together, one of which 
contains the cigarettes and at its upper 
end has a flap which can swing ontwardly 
and uncover the ends of the cigarette^s. 
The known cases of this kind have'^the 
•15 disadvantage that in order that the case 
may be opened with only one hand it is 
not possible to dispense with the nse of 
springs or similar means and otherwise 
both hands are necessary. ^^In "other such 
20 cases, the end surfaces must be compara- 
tively far apart in. order to release the 
ends of the cigarettes in order that 
cigarettes of different lengths may be used 
or else a case of a suitable size is neces- 
'25 sary for each length of cigarette. 

According to the invention the pivotal 
axis of the sections is placed out of the- 
central plane of the case towards the outer 
aide of the section containing the 
30 cigarettes so that the sections will open 
when presBure is applied to the ends. 

According to a further feature of the 
invention the flap on the section contain- 
ing the cigarettes is proviHed with side 
35 walls extending beyond its pivotal axis 
which are connected with the aide walls 
of the other section by pins engaging in 
slots which cause the^ flap to swing put- 
wards when the case is opened and limit 
40 the extent of movement of the sections. 
The advantage which is obtained is that 
a case for cigarettes or the like is pro- 
duced which can be opened in a known 
manner with one hand by pressure on the 
45 end surfaces of the two sections, but 
without using springs or other resilient 
parts simply by the arrangement and the 
co-operation of the separate hinged parts 
and that without altering the distance be- 
50 tween the end siirfaces, cigarettes of 
different lengths can be tilted into the 
position for removal and then can be 
gripped while the case can be closed by 
[Prioe 1/-] 
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simply pressing the front wall back by 
means of the finger passing rotind the end 
of the case. 

The invention is illustrated in perspec- 
tive in the accompanying drawing. 

As may be seen from the drawing, the 
case consists of the sections a and d 
which are connected together by a pivotal 
axle m arranged to one side of the central 
plane of the case so that when pressure is 
exerted on the opposite end surfaces o 
and e the sections a and d open out. ^ On 
the section which contains, the cigar- 
ettes there is secured by means of the 
pivotal axles I a flap g having side walls 
k extending beyond the pivotal axles 
with guiding plots i in . which pins 7c of 
the side walls h of the section a engage 
Bo that; in addition to the swinging out 
of the flap, the opening of the sections a 
and d is positively produced and limited 
in extent. 

It is of course possible to provide the 
case with a press fastener. It is also pos- 
sible to provide a spring which will auto- 
matically close the case when the pressure 
on the end surfaces of the two sections 
ceases. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said in-ven- 
tion and in what manner the same is 
to be performed, I declare that what I 
claim as 

1. A cigarette or like case with two 
hingedly connected sections, one of which 
contains the cigarettes and at its upper 
end has a flap which can swing out- 
wardly and imcover the ends of the 
cigarettes, characterised by the feature 
that the pivotal axis of the sections is 
placed out of the middle plane of the case 
towards the outer side of the section con- 
taining the cigarettes so that the sections 
open when pressure is applied on tho 
ends. 

2. A cigarette or like case ae claimed 

in claim 1. characterised by the feature fOO 
that the flan has side walls extending be- 
yond its pivotal axis which are connected 
with the side walls of the other section 
by means of pins engaging in slots wlich, 
when the case is opened, cause the flap 
to swing outwards and limit the extent 
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of tte movement of tlie two seotions. 

8. Tlie improved case for cigarettes or 
tie like, substantially as teTeinbef ore de- 
scribed and more particidarly with refer- 
•ence to tbe accompanying drawing.
